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Civil Disorders Commission Head 


Speaks To Academy Students 


The executive director of the 
National Advisory Commission on 
Civil Disorder = which recently 
issued the Kerner Report on Civil 
Disorders = addressed the stu- 
dents of Phillips Academy Friday 
on the purpose and findings of the 
Commission, 

David Ginsburg, the Washington, 
D. GC. lawyer whom President 
Johnson appointed to the commis- 
sion last. summer, told students 
and faculty of the months of inten- 
sive hearings, and the research 
which preceded the commission’s 
March 1 report. 

Mr. Ginsburg reported that last 
summer 164 disorders occurred in 
128 cities across the country with 
the loss of 200 lives, 2,000 injuries, 
and 100 million dollars worth of 
property destroyed, He stressed 
that there was no evidence of 
conspiracy in the urban riots, al< 
though evidence indicated that 
campus disorders were organized. 

Discussing the cause of the dis= 
orders, Ginsburg pinpointed the 
attitude of white people toward 
Negroes, a pervasive discrimina= 
tion as being an underlying factor. 
The Commission also recognized 
that..behind the problems in the 
urban ghettoes is the situation 
which has been created by a mass

migration of Negroes from the 
South to the cities, some 4 million 
since 1947, The report predicts 
that by 1985 there will be a black 
majority in a dozen cities, The 
black ghettoes, he described, are 
currently places where ‘“‘segra- 
tion and poverty intersect’® and 
where ‘‘children are processed in 
schools*®, 

He stressed the negative impact 
which television has had on Negro 
life, showing them ‘‘day in, day 
out’”® a life they feel they’ll never 
lead, This influcence, Ginsburg 
said, has fed the seething temper 
of ghetto life, He also said that the 
police are viewed as agents of the 
white society and that the Com- 
mission found that every disorder 
last summer was precipitated by 
police action. 

One of the questions put to the 
Commission by President Johnson 
was how to prevent similar out- 
bursts, Mr. Ginsburg commented 
that in answering this question 
the Commission devoted only one 
of severiteen chapters in its report 
to the role of Federal action, Most 
important, they felt, was for each 
individual community to ‘hold 
up a mirror to itself and look at 
the positions Negroes hold and the 
machinery they have available to

Museum of Science offers a new 
kind of trip - a grand tour of 
the major planets of our solar sys= 
tem. 

**Project Grand Tour.”* the new 
program in the Hayden Plane= 


tarium, blasted off Tuesday (Apr. 
2), promising a glimpse of such 
astronomical phenomena as aster- 
oids, comets, and the outermost 
planets of the solar system, 


The lecture-demonstration 
takes its title from a U.S. space= 
probe mission tentatively proposed 
for 1977, when four giant planets 
will be alined so that one probe 
will fly past all of them. Plane= 
tarium experts estimate that the 
actual trip would take some 10 
years. 

Planetarium visitors will not 
have 10 years, of course, but inthe 
45-minute span of their imaginary 
space trip they will have a chance 
to view the asteroid belt; Jupiter 
and its four huge moons; the ringed 
planet Sature; Uranus; Neptune and 
Pluto, 

Watch a comet’s tail develop 
as Halley’s comet heads towards 
its rendezvous with the sun in 
1986, Land on Saturn’s largest 
moon and sight the planet high 
above in the satellite sky. Travel 
through distant space as a whirl- 
ing asteroid streaks by. See our 
own Earth loom ahead as this 
exciting trip nears climax,

through June 23, and may be seen 
every day, including Sunday, and 
on Hvidey. night. Times of show= 
ings are Mon,, 11 a.m, only; Tues, 
through Sat,, 11 a.m, and 2:45 p.m.,; 
Friday night at 8; Sun., 12:15 and 
2:45 p.m, 
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express grievances, and then to

One difference he em-= 
phasized was whereas last sum= 


mer almost all of the shooting 


was between Negroes and the 
police, this titne police restraint 
was in evidence and, he felt, helped 
to prevent even greater bloodshed, 
He praised the ‘‘deliberate effort 
to deescalate violence’’, also stat=- 
ing, however, that both the black 
and white communities are arming 
themselves and predicting ‘‘diffi- 
culties*® for the summer, ’ 

Answering questions from the 
student body about the effects. of 
the Commission’s report, Gins= 
burg said, *“‘Our thought was to 
write ‘a report for the people”, 
and that *‘only people can change 
the nature of representation in 


government,”*

Chairman, Dr, Richard A, Katz’, 
immediate response to the pro= 
blem of the over=qualified but 
undersinstructed math students 
was “no tuition.’® Committee= 
woman Virginia Cole agreed. Dan= 
forth asked ‘how to answer ques= 
tions about others being required 
to pay (for French, for instance). 
In response to a remark that per= 
haps no tuition should be charged 
for any of the summer program, 
Supt, Erickson said there is some 
fear that a free program might 
turn into a baby-sitting service. 

Committeeman William A, 
Doherty asked how many more 
students would enroll if no tuition 
were charged, ‘‘in other words, 
how much more good could be ac= 
complished?’® 

Danforth replied, “‘This would 
require some investigation,”® Then 
returning to the specific problem, 
he added that of the 16=20 students 
involved, probably 10-12 had said 
they would be interested incoming 
in order to gain accelerated track, 


Committeeman Fred Fitzgerald 
asked why this math group should 
be considered in any different 
light. Danforth explained that the 
requested course was not reme= 
dial; therefore, Mr. Murphy and 
the rest of the math department 
at the high school were recom= 
mending that no tuition be charged 
because this would not be a repeat 
of material already offered but 
rather an offering of material new 
to these particular students.

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Editorial Comment 


A Community Project 


Town Manager Bowen’s plan to make remodeling of the 
East Junior High School a community project is indeed a 
bold experiment. 

His invitation to contractors and tradesmen to meet with 
him Monday night at the school for an outline of his pro- 
posal was well answered. A crowd of 40 or more was on 
hand. Among them were many of the town’s leading con- 
tractors. 

“This scheme has never been done before,’’ the 
manager told the group. 

He said that he wanted to create the ‘‘biggest building 
committee’ ever, and asked that each individual play a 
part either as a consultant or a contractor in making re- 
pairs to the school within the bounds of the $400,000 
appropriated at town meeting. 

Manager Bowen said that Andover cannot afford to erect 
a 5 million dollar junior high school to replace the 
structure which was under discussion. 

He predicted that the town would be hard pressed to 
pay for the West School addition and also an addition to 
the new West Junior High. 

The manager said that he did not want to call in an 
architect because of previous experiences when a cost 
of $2.5 million was proposed to remodel the school. He 
said the people wanted no part of this plan. The alterna- 
tive now is the community project to fix up the building 
at the comparatively modest figure of $400,000. 

“This building has a lot of use in. it which can be 


saved with the funds at hand,’’ he said. 

The manager was asked a lot of questions from the 
engineers, contractors and tradesmen who gathered to 
listen to his pitch. One of the most common was: ‘‘Who’ll 
be the boss?”’ 

To this, Manager Bowen replied that ‘‘we hope to be our 
own contractor.” 

Later, he said that he felt that there would be a 
‘super’ clerk of the works appointed to be on hand to 
supervise the: men and the work. 

As he said in his letter of invitation, Manager Bowen 
stressed that he did not expect any one to make a con- 
tribution of services to the town. 

‘‘All I ask is that they sharpen their pencils and that 
we get good prices,’’ he said. - 

In urging a display of community spirit, he said that 
allofthose concerned with the project are residents of the 


‘town and they should be ‘‘able to give a little extra.”’ 


Agreeing that all are busy at this time of the year, he 
admonished them that in the churches they are always told 
that it is the busy ones who get the work done. 

The manager isn’t going to let his now rolling project 
bog down. ‘He told the group that he wanted to see them 
all back in the auditorium next Tuesday night. There 
wasn’t a murmur of dissent. 

No one, including the manager knows how this commu- 
nity project is going to work out. But everyone seemed 
to agree that it is worth a try. 


They Bring Cheer 


We commend to others the example of a group of people 
who have found a way to turn a pleasurable pastime to 
the service of others. The Floyd Dancers, a square 
dancing group organized by William Floyd of Andover, 
were described in an article last week. The point is that 
when the Floyd Dancers get together to square dance, 
they: arrange to do it where their own recreation can en- 
tertain shut-ins or the elderly. They have invited them- 
selves to nursing homes where they are completely un- 
known, on the‘chance that their visit may mean an evening 
of pleasure and cheer for people in need of just that. 


The Floyd Dancers’ rapidly filling calendar is proof — 
if any is needed — that there is room for more in this 
area. Today, when the elderly and the sick are more and 
more often removed from the center of family and com- 
munity life to institutional life, our young people in par- 
ticular are likely to be insulated from natural contact with

Vassar College has received a 
grant of $11,300 from the National 
Science Foundation for support of 
research on ‘‘Infrared Survey of 
the Southern Milky Way.”’ This 
research will be under the direc= 
tion of Henry Albers, Associate 
Professor of Astronomy. He is the 
son of Mrs, Harry Albers Sr, of 
Andover.

When Churchill spoke to the 
Houses of the Canadian Parliament 
in 1941 he granted Karsh a scant 
four minutes to take his picture. 
The Prime Minister refused to 
put down his cigar so Karsh 
excused himself, gently took the 
cigar from Churchill’s mouth and 
quickly clicked the shutter, The 
fleeting moment was caught for= 
ever. Churchill’s look of bulldog 
belligerancy went down in history 
as a symbol of the indomitable 
spirit of the British, 

Boston Museum Director Perry 
Rathbone writes ‘in the Karshcata= 
logue, **His perception, his com= 
mand of the medium, his flair com= 
bine to create portraits that in 
many cases have already taken 
their place as lasting images, and 
constitute a brilliant contribution 
to the art of our time.”° 

Karsh’s portraits have appeared 
in publications all over the world 
and are in collections of many 
leading American museums, Expo
